where they ipeedily began to blaze, ard, as the 
admiral had forefeen, obliged the navy to fe- 
parate, an d each fhip to feck its own fafety. 

‘Lhe next day a large galeafs ran afhore on the

The duke 
de Medin: took this opportunity of 
calling : a erties of war, Wherein, after mature 
deliberation, it was refolved, that there were 
1ow no hopes left of fueceed ing, and therefore, 

that the mot prudent thin > they could do, was 
to fave as many fhips as poflible. 

This refolutic yn being once fixed, was imme- 
diately carried into execution, and the whole 
Spanith navy, made aii the fail they could for 
their own coaft, going north-abour, which ex- 
pofed them to exceffive di ingers. The Eng- 
lith admiral very prudently fent lord Henry 
Seymeur witha fireng fguadren to crulze on 
the coat of ectial. to prevert any danger 
from their joining w ith the prince of Parma, 
and afterwards left them to purfue their courfe, 
When the Spanifh fleet arrived on the Scoich 
coaft and found that care was ever y where ta- 
ken they fhould meet with no fupply, they 
threw their horfes and mules overboard, and 
fich of them as had a proper ftore of water, 
bore away directly for the bay of Bifc ay, W ith 
the duke of Medira Lodonia, in all 
about twenty-five fhips. ‘the reft, about for- 
ty fatl, under the command of the vice admiral, 
ftood over for the coatt of er incending 
to have watered at cipe Clare. On the fecond 
of September, however, a tempeft arofe, and 
drove mot of them : hore, fo that upwards of 
thirty fhips, and many thoufind men, perithed 
on the Irifh coat. Some likewi’e were forced 
a fecond time into the Englifh channel, where 
they were taken, fome by the Inglifh and fome 
by the Ros hellers. Several large veflels were 
lof{ among the weftern ifles, and upon the co: att 
of 
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Vor. TV. 
of Argylefhire. Ont of thet, about five hun- 
éred perfons were faved, who came into Edin- 
burg, ina manner naked, and out of mere cha- 
rity, were cloathed by the inhabitants of that 
city, who alfo attempted to fend home fome to 
Spain : but, as if misfortunes were always to at- 
end them; they were forced in their paflage 
upon the coaft of Norfolk, and obliged to put 
into Yarmouth, where they ftayed till advice 
was given to the queen and council, who, con- 
fidering the miferies they had already felt, and 
not willing to appear lets compatitonate than the 
Scots, futtered them to continue their voyage. 
Thus, inthe fhort fpace of a month, this 
mighty fleet, which had been three years pre- 
paring, was deftroyed and brought to nothing. 
Of one hundred and thirty fhips, there return- 
ed but fifty-thece or four, and of the people em- 
barked, there perifhed twenty thoufand men at 
Jeat. We may beft form an idea of their lofs, 
from the precaution taken by king Philip to 
hide it, by publifhing a proclamation to pro- 
hibir mourning... Asto the courage and con- 
ftancy he.expreffed upon this occation, | fhould 
be loath to contradiét many great authorities ; 
yet this is certain, that the lord treafurer Bur- 
leigh received ‘intelligence of another kind, 
viz. that the king fhould fay, after mafs, thar 
he would {pend the wealth of Spain, to one of 
thofe candlefticks upon the altar, rather than 
not revenge himfelf upon the Englifh. His fu- 
ture conduct agreed fo exactly with this threat- 
ning, that we may wel! conclude, if he did not 
fay, he thought -{6, and was therefore far from 
being fo unmoved at this difafter as is common- 
ly reported. What might in fome meafure 
puftify his refentment, was, the falling out of 
this mifchief, through the breach of his orders, 
which is well remarked by a writer of our own ; 
for, if the king’s inftrugtions had been perfued, 
1 Is more than probable, that queen Elizabeth's 
government had.run the utmoft hazard ef be- 
sng overturned. ‘The duke of Medina Sidonia 
e{caped punifhment through the intereft of his 
wife ; but as for don Diego Tores de Valdez, 
whofe perfuafions induced the general to take 
that rafh fep, ke was arrefted as foon as he fer 
fcot on fhore, and conducted to the cafile of St. 
Andero, afier which, he was never heard of 
more. The fame writer, from whom we have 
this particular, remarks alfo an error in the 
conduct of the Englifh, viz. that they did nog 
attack the Spanith fleet after it arrived before 
Graveling, which, however, he aflures us, was 
hot through any fault in the admiral, but was 
eccationed through the negligence of fome un- 
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der-officers, who had the direGion of the mi- 
litary ftores, and had been too {paring of pow- 
der and ammunition ; otherwif, he teils us, it 
was thought the duke de Medina Sidonia, ar 
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the purfuafion of his confeiler, would have 
yielded himfelf and his fhips, which, it feems 
in that particular, were nor at all better pro- 
vided. This would have been a conqueft in- 
deed, a conqueft equally glorious and impor- 
tant, the lofs of which, eught to teach pofte- 
rity, not to be too halty in cenfuring great 
ofhcers, or too remifs in punifhing little ones. 
In the prefent cafe, this mifchance feems te 
have been covered by the many faveurs be- 
ftowed by providence, and the offenders to 
have efcaped through that general joy which 
their deliverance from fo great an evil dittuled 
through the whole nation. 

The queen having intelligence that the Spa- 
niards meditated a fecond attempt upon her do- 
minions, refolwed, like a wife princ-fs, ro find 
them work at home, in order to which, in the 
{pring of the year 1589, fhe expreffed her roy- 
al intention of afliting don Antonio to reco- 
ver his kingdom of Portugal. The expedition 
was undertaken partly at the queen's expence, 
and partly at the expence of private perfons. 
Her majefty furnifhed fix men 6f war, and fix- 
ty thoufand pounds: Stir Francis Drake, and Sir 
John Norris, were joint commanders, who with 
their friends, adventured fifiy thoufand pounds : 
the reft of the charges was defrayed by Lon- 
don, the Cinque-Ports, Ipfwich, Harwich, New- 
caftle, &c. andthe whole navy confifted of 2 
hundred and -forty-fix fail. ‘Fo which alfo the 
Dutch ‘oined a fmall {quadron. The firft ex- 
ploit they performed was landing near Corun- 
na, commonly called the Groyn, which place 
they attacked, burnt the adjacent country, to- 
gether with many magazines of naval ftores 
defeated a great body of Spaniards, and then 
reimbarked their forces, and failed, as the 
had firft defigned, far the river of Lisbon, 
On their arrival before Peniche, the troops 
were landed, and the place quickly furrende- 
red to don Antonio ; and from thence Sir John 
Norris with the earl of Effex, and the whole 
army under their command, marched by land 
towards J.isbon, where they expected to have 
met the fleet under the command of Sir Fran- 
cis Drake ; but, he finding it impoffible to pro- 
ceed up the river with fafety to her majefty’s 
fhips, ftaid at the cattle of Cafcais, which place 
he took, and alfo f-ized fixty ful of fhips belonz- 
ing tothe Hanfe-fowns, Jaden with cern anfi 
i; ial which with about one hundred and 
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fifty pieces of cannon, were the principal fruits 


ot this voyage. It was intended, indeed, to 
have gone to the Canaries; but by this time 
the foldiers and failors were fo weakened with 
fickne{S, that it was thought more expedient to 
return. Intheir paflage home they landed at 
Vigo, took and plundered it, and having made 
fome addition, their booty reached England, Sir 
Francis Drake arriving at Plymouth on the 
twenty-firft of June, and Sir John Norris with 
the reft of the fleet on the 3d of July, after 
having been about ten weeks abroad.

Of the management of the foctal affettions. 


HAT the practice of moral goodnefs 

and virtue yields the greateft pleafure, 
and that we ought therefore principally to cul- 
tivate fuch a difpofition, has been already 
fhewn; buteven here will be required great 
circum{pe¢tion, and acareful ufe of reafon, 
elfe the very beft affections, not being gover- 
ned by reafon, may prove hurtful to ourtlelves, 
and injurious to others. 

Nature has implanted in our breafts this 
fympathy, as a fecret charm, to draw us to the 
performance of all focial duties, making it the 
intereft of every particular, to work towards 
the general good; and therefore we fhould 
make that the conftant rule of our conduct, and 
fo far as a moft free and impartial reafon can 
direct us, endeavour to avoid being deceived 
with falfe appearances ; and not fuffer a parti- 
al and miftaken benevolence to ufurp the place 
of that which ought to be rational and jut, and 
confeucntly univerial and entire. 

As we ought upon all occafions carefully to 
examine, whether what we take to be our 
ood, may not in the main prove the reverfe 
vf it; {0 efpecially in thar chief part of good, 
which contifls in giving way to fympathy, and 
in doing good to others, we fhall proceed with 
all due care and deliberation: Here we ought 
to fufpend even the motions of benevolence, till 
we hive well confidered, whether what we are 
prompted to from a principle of kindnefs, will 
really be conducting to the general good; or 
whether that we defizn as a berefit to one, may 
not prove an injury to another: for we ought 
fo to regulate this very beft and nobleft diipo- 
fition, as t.at it may norbe partial and narrow, 
and limited to a few, but entire and univerfal, 
extended in a juit proportion to all mankind. 

For whatever is acted contrary to the gene- 
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ral principal of humanity, through a partial, 
though ever fo kind and gencrous affection, is 
in itielf an inconfiftency, far from yielding any 
true and lafting futisfaction: itis only a falfe 
and deceitful good, and the pleafire it affords, 
deprives us of much greater pleafure, and will 
be fure, fooner or latter, to bring upon us 
forrow and remorfe. 

Benevolence fhould indifpenfibly oblige us 
to do juftice to all, in the firft place, and not to 
wrong or injure any ; when this is fecured, it 
will give full {cope to the exercife of kindnefs 
and compaflion, bounty and generofity, towards 
proper objects, fo far ds our ability will extend ; 
bur to do good to others, by bringing a great- 
er evil upon ourfelves, is what no rational be- 
nevolence will require ; neither is it confiflent 
with the general good, to which a juft degree 
of felf-love, in every particular, and a due re- 
gard to felf-intereft 1s abfolutely neceflary. 

Benevolence itfelf may exceed its due bounds, 
When it runs into mad profufion and extrava- 
gance ; and befides that, good-nature and kind- 
nefs, to an excefs, has in it fomething too cheap 
and ealy ; fo far from being valued as it ought 
to be, it is rather apt to be defpifed, fo that it 
feems to require fometimes a mixture of afpe- 
rity, oppofition, and refentment; for there 1s 
no man, how great foever his benevolence may 
be, who can live in the conftant exercife of 
kindnefs to all about him, but he will fome- 
times be provoked to anger, and meet with ft 
occafions of refentment and difpleafure. We 
are not always led to do good to others, but are 
fometimes moved ftrongly the contrary way, to 
their hurt and prejudice, by orher incitements ; 
which indeed mens jarring interefts, andprin- 
ciples implanted in their nature are apt enough 
to produce. 

It is this mixture of the mild and fierce, 
which helps to invigorate and enliven human 
affairs, without which they would foon grow 
dull, and our motion, if it was not quickned 
by oppofition would in a manner ftand quite ftill; 
and it alfo helps to raife the value of any cha- 
ra¢ter. For in common eftimation, it is not 
fufficient that a man is beloved as a friend, and 
known to be gencrous, bountiful, and kind, but 
he muft alfo upon fome occafions exert himfelf 
vigoroufly, in the vindictive way, {fo as to be’ 
dreaded as an enemy, elfe he will not be fo 
much regarded. 

We fhould not only ftudy to do aés of kind- 
nefs and beneficence, but every one ought alfo 
to employ fome part of his care, to guard againft 
the ill defigns of fuch as would impofe wees 
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fome fault in their temper, or elfe oe. 
wrong practice,are brought to love them elves 
too much, and others too little - thefe will not 
{craple (when interefts do interfere, as will of- 
ten happen) to feek their own advantage at ano- 
ther’s expence. ‘This they will not ftick to do 
by open violence and injuftice, when they have 
the power, or elfe they will chufe to work by 
the more fecret way of artifice and decert. 
Therefore whoever has but a fmall fhare of 
experience in the world, will be cautious how 
he trufis to fair pretences, and will alfo defend 
himfelf, as well as he is able, againft manifeft 
outrages and abufe. : 

Yer with all his precaution he will fome- 
times be deceived, and as he will meet with 
open injuries and affronts, this will not fail to 
move his indignation, and fometimes call out 
loudly for revenge, refentment of injuries be- 
ing as natural to mankind, as gratitude to a be- 
refactor, or as benevolence is at firft view to- 
wards thofe, whofe moral qualities we are ftran- 

ers to, and from whom we never received ¢i- 
ther good or harm, and is perhaps a no lefs ne- 
ceflary ingredient in their compofition: but it 
is mott certain, that love and friendfhip, har- 
mony and peace, will always appear to us to be 
the right ftate' of feciety, as hatred and anger, 
contention and war,isthe wrong ftate ; and 
though, accoroing to the prefent conftitution 
of thicts, both thefe mut unavoidably be blen- 
ded together, as in private fyftem pleafure ts 
mixed with pain; yet we always wifh there may 
be as much of the one, and as little of the 
other as poffible ; and every man would firive 
to form his temper to the amiable and agreea- 
ble part, rather than to the odicus and per- 
verfe. 

Sympathy and kind affe€tion, under juft re- 
frictions, ought certainly to be cherifhed ; and 
though it fhould grow greater by indulgence, 
there will be no great harm; it is cut to grow 
better natured, and to enjoy more and more 
the highef& and the nobleft pleafure, which will 
not furely be contrary to our true interett. 

If all moderate felf-love could be reftrained, 
and we could learn to Jove our neighbour as 
ourfelves, and do unto others even as we could 
with they fhould do urto us, this would be the 
perfection of charity and benevolence. And 
if we could fupprefs the rifing motions of re- 
fentment, fo far as to forgive thofe who do us 
Wrong ; return good for evil, and evento love 
our enemies, or at leaft not to hate them for 
any particular harm done to ourfelves; this is 
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no more than what Chriftianity does abfolutely 
require of us. The commands of our holy re- 
ligion will from their own juft authority fure 
claim an implicit obedience: yet if we will al- 
fo hearken to the voice of reafon, it will con- 
vince us, that all thefe precepts are righteous 
and good, perfectly adapted to our prefent, as 
well as future happinefs. And though not- 
withftanding our great profeffions of chriftiani- 


_ty, experience fhews us, that humility, meck- 


nefs, and charity, are not very fafhionable qua- 
lities, and this practice of forgivenefS is con- 
trary to the way of the world; yet if we could 
attain to it, though it were but in part, it 
vould not perhaps be found egregious folly, ag 
Is generally imagined ; becaufe it would pre- 
vent abundance of vexation and diflurbance, 
and contribute not a little to the eafe and tran- 
quility of our lives. It would render a man 
fuperior to thofe ftorms of psffion, that wrath 
and provocation, which involve the lower 
world in flrife and varience, and create fo much 
more ureafinefs than is neceflary to the gene~ 
rality of mankind. 


AlLrrter of Macom ce MAINTENON, gi- 


ving an Account of the laft ficknefs and Death of the 
French King, Lewis XIV. 


Madam de MAINTENON to the Marchionefs of **% 


Sept. 5, 1715. 

N the evening of our return from Marli, 
O the king ws fo weak, it was with diffi- 

culty he crept from his clofet to his pray- 
ing desk. ‘T'wo days after he appeared to me 
fo far fpent, that I no longer doubted of his 
death : I talked to him of God ; he readily lif 
tended to me, ard put me feveral times upon 
the fame topick. ‘The 23d I entertained fome 
hopes ; he cat and flept; and the next day dif- 
patched fome bufinef§ with M. Voifin. But 
whether application had fatigued him, or his 
diftemper was come to acrifis, he fainted away ; 
i wes alarmed in as good decorum as poffible : 
When recovered from his fainting, I propofed 
to him to receive the facraments ; to which he 
anfwered, ‘* It is rather too foon, I find my @lf 
well enough.” I replied to him, that at all times 
it was a wife precaution ; that we could never 
be too early in befeeching God to pardon cug 
offences ; putting him in mind of fome of his 
actions, which I had been eye witnefs of, he 
faid to me, ‘* You do mea piece of fervice ; 
IT thank you for it.‘* He confefled himfelf ; and 
J ufed my utmoft endeavours to put on that for- 


titude I fo much admired in him: My chief 


care 











ye 
¢are was to refrain from weeping, and as often 
as I feltthe tears ready to drop, I withdrew 


foramoment. He called for his casket, I 
brought itto him, and he fearched it before 
me : Reding fome lifts of the journeys to Marll. 
** Thefe, faid he, are papers of very little con- 
fequence ; no bad ufe can be made of them ,;” 
then, taking up another paper, he added, ‘‘ Let 
us burn this, it mightoccafion great hatred and 
Rtrife between thofe two minfters.’’ He found a 
chaplet, which he gave me, faying, ‘* Carry it 
about you, not as a relique, butto keep me al- 
Ways in remembrance.”’ The cardinal de Rohan 
Fave him the viaticum; after which he faid, 
“* T have lived a great many years, but very few 
of them have been fpent in God’s ferviee.”’ He 
fent for the royal family, and faia to them, 
* I recommend peace and unity to you."* The 
25th, tho’ he had no fever, he was exceffively 
thirfty : 1 gave him drink three times. M. Fa- 
£0n no longer doubted that the gangrene was 
gor into his leg, he whifpered me that it had 
penetrated to the bone, and that chere were 
no more hopes: I pafled the night by his bed’s 
fide, and talked with him about his fpiritual 
concerns: He told me, that he had but three 
things to reproach himfelf with, and that God’s 
mercies were fill greater than his fins, The 
next diy Marechal made two incifions with a 
lancet ; the king felt nothing, but fainted away. 
The phyficians fecing him fo refolute and un 
concerned, confulted about cutting off his leg ; 
‘M. Fagon would not propofe it to him: J took 
it upon me; upon which he faid unto them, 
‘* Do you think to fave my life by it?’’ Mare- 
chai anfwered, that there was but little proba- 
bility of ir: ‘* If fo, faid the king, it is need- 
le{s to put me to any pain.’’ After whi-h, tur- 
ming to the other fide, where the marfhal de 
Villeroy ftood,he reached out his hand to him, 
and faid, ‘* Adieu, my friend, we muft part.” 
‘The cardinal de Rohan and father le ‘Tellier 


came in; he had a long conference with them ;,. 


I withcrew to give free vent to my tears, and 
T heard only thefe words upon entering the 
room again, ‘f you will anfwer for it before 
God.” ‘Whe 27th, he bid the princes draw near 
him: T’e recomménded the Dauphin to the 
duke of Orlears, and faid to the duke du Maine, 
“* Take care of his education; beas ftrongly 
attached to him as you have been to me.’? Ee 
then defired the duke of Bourbon and the prince 
of Conti not to imitate their fathers. The 
Dauphin havirg drawn rear, he gave him his 
blefling, and faid to him, ‘‘ My fon, you are 


going to beagreat king; be always a good 
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chriftian ; do not follow my example in regard 
to war ; endeavour to live in peace with your 
neighbours: Render to God what you owe to 
him ; follow always the moft moderate coun- 
fels; endeavour to reduce the. taxes, and do 
that which I unhappily have not been able to 


do." The Dauphin having withdrawn, he 
ordered him to be called in again, embraced 
him wits tears in his eyes, and added, ** Take 
notice, my fon, of what I have been faying to 
you, as my laft precepts ; and let thefe councils 
fink deep into your mind. Remember that 
kings die like other men.” He bid me adieu 
thre: times: The firft time, he affured me, 
that he regretted nothing but parting from me; 
but. added he, with a figh, we fhall foon meet 
agitin:—lentreatei him to turn his thoughis 
towards God only. The fecond time, he asked 
my pardon for not having lived with me {fo well 
as he ought, and for not having made me_hap- 
py ; but that he had always loved and e‘teemed 
me. He defired me to take notice whether the 
attendants did not liften ; ‘* However, added he, 
nobody will ever be furprized that I give way 
to tendernefs with you.*’ At the third adieu, he 
faid to me, ** Vv hat will become of .ou?

And how fhocking foever it 
may be, this is the facc, and that without any 
aggravation. 

fore any excufe for this fa& can be reafo- 
nably urged, it mu be proved that thefe un- 
happy creatures are rot poflefs'd of like pafli- 
ons and affections with us; and that we havea 
power of chufing what ftation and fituation 
thofe fhail act in, who are by fome misfort ne 


tho’ contrary to their own inclination, become 
fubiect to us.

of humanity left; See the tender infant pull'd 
from its mother’s breaft, crying for its natural 
food ! See the aged father, the labours of whole 
life were crown’d by the maturity, manhood 
and dienity of his fon, juft arrived at fuch an 
age of life, when he fhould be the fupport of 
his tottering years, and the ftay of his old age. 
Lo! he is gone, but how? by the ftroke of death: 
No; then he might be happy in a ftate of reft, 
where * no chriftians thirft for gold.” Bua to 
conceive the labours and difficulties he may ur- 
dergo whilft living, muft give a greater wound 
to the mind than even death itfelf. Need we 
add any thing to heighten the diftrefs! Lo! the 
faithful friend, parted by a mifchance of war, 
and condemned to labour in a diftant country, 
far from every kind office of a friend. Behold 
the faithful generous couple, who after man 
months of anxious love, and careful fears, are 
come almoft to the fummit of their blifs, only 
one day waits to bring the reward of their mu- 
tual conttant love, in fuch a fhort interval the 
are fnatch’d from each other, and feparated to 
fuch miferies 2s may be better conceiv’d than 
exprefs’d. ‘Thefe circumftances are not ficti- 
tious, or founded inthe imagination only, bur 
are fuch as muft and will happen continually, 
tho’ they may not be quite fo difvoverable as

It happened one day, as he was fitting at his 
door, and offering up his mental prayers to St. 
jago, than he found himfelf, ona fudden, re- 
ftored to all privileges he had loft. ‘The news 
ran quickly through the village, and old and 
young, rich, and-poor, the bufy and the idle, 

thronged round him with many congratulations. 

But, as if the bleflings of this lite were only 
given us for afflictions, he began in a few weeks 
to lofe the relifh of fhis enjoyments, and to re- 
pine at the poflefion of thofe faculties, which 
ferved only to difCover to him the follies and 
diforders of his neighbours, and to teach him, 
that the intent of {peech was too oftento decelve. 

Thought the inhabitants of Aronche were as 
honeft as other villagers, yet Gonzales, who had 
formed his ideas of men and things from their 
natures and ufes, grew offended as their man- 
ners.

FOREIGN AFFATRS. 
Petersburg, Famuary 27. 


ER Imperial majefty, fince her arrival at 
Mofceys, has given leave of «odfence for a 
whole year to a great number of officers. 

Stokbolm, Feb. 6. Purfuant to the refolutions 
ofthe laft dyet the land forces of this kingdom 
actually confift of 64000 men, and our naval for- 
ces of twenty-fix men of war, feventy gallies, 
and 20000 feamen. His majefty, by the advice 
ot feveral experienced officers, as refolv’d to 
introduce the Pruffian excercife among our re- 
gular troops and militia. 

The king, as duke of Pomerania, feems dif- 
pofed to contribute all in his power to maintain 
the rights and prerogatives of the princes of the 
Empire. ‘The ambaflador from France has re- 
ceived frefh remittances from his court, with or- 
ders to forward, as much as poflible, the con- 
fruction of the fhips building here for his mot 
chriftian majefty. 

Vienna, Feb. 7. The fmall pox continues to 
make great havock here. That fatal diftemper 
has, with many others, carried off count Marti- 
nitz, Chamberlain of their Imperial majefties, 
who was betrothed to the countefs of Saluburg, 
caughter of the commiflary general of war. 

Naples, Fan. 24. According to the letters from 
Sicily, the eruptions cf mount /Etna continue 
with great violence, accompanied by earth- 
quakes, 

Lisben, Jan. 20. Six French men of war are 
jut arriv’d in the Tagus, in their way to the 
Faft-Indies ; and, ’tis faid, there is a perfon of 
citinétion in this {quadron defign’d to command 
the French forces in thofe parts, either in con- 
nection with M. Duplex, or under his direct or? 

His maicity will fpeedily appoint a minifter ex- 
traordinary to accompany the Infanta Maria 
Anna Francifca, their majefty’s fecond daugh- 
ter, to Vienna, where fhe is to efpoufe the arch 
duke Jofeph. 

Paris, Keb. 12. Orders are iffued for prepa- 
ring quartersand magazines in Languedoc and 
Province for a body of troops fhortly expeéted 
there, on which occafion it is fuppos’d, that the 
court intends to withdraw our troops from 
Cortica.

Thurfday 7-night came on at the Old-Bailey 
the trval of Mary Squires, (a gipfey) for af- 
faulting Flizabeth Canning in the dweiling houfe 
of Sufanna Wells, in Enfield wafhway, putting 
her in fear, and taking from her a pair of ftays ; 
and of Sufannah Wells, for abetting the faid 
Squire. It appearing upon the cvidence that 
Canning was robbed by Bedlam on the firk of 
January, about nine at night, by two men, who 
took from her half a guinea and three fhillings, 
her Apron, Gown and Hat, afier which they 
gave her a blow on the head, which put her in 
a fit, and the was conveyed to Wells’s houfe, 
where Squires took a kpife,.threatned to cut 
her throat, and cut of her ftays, and forced her 
jnto a room, where fhe remained till the 2oth, 
and had only crufts of breat and a jug of water. 
After atryal of near fix haurs, the jury found 
Mary Squire guilty death ; and Sufannah Wells 
was csft as an acectlary after the fact, bat not 
eapital. Inthe courte of the above tryal, three 
witnefics were brought to prove Mary Squires 
to be at Abborfhury m Dorcetfhire at the time 
when the robbery was committed: when thefe 
witnefles went out of court, the mob who were 
waiting in the yard, beat, kicked chem, rolled 
them in the kennel, and otherwife mifufed them 
before they fuffered them to get from them. 

Friday 7-night 16 prifoners were tried at the 
O d-Bailey, two of whom were capitally con- 
victed, viz. Edward Manning, for fteal- 
ing a large quantity of wearing apparcl, and 
other things, out of a dwelling houfe in Spring- 
Garden ; and John fetter for returning from 
tranfportation, who is an old offender, and has 
twice broke out of newgate. Nine were cCaft 
for tranfportation, and five acquitted, 

On Saturday nineteen prifoners were tried 
at the Old-Bailey, elevenof whom were caf 
for tranfportation, and eight acquitted. 

On Monday lft the feflions ended at the Old- 
Bailey, feventeen prifoners were tried, three 
whereof were capitally convicted, viz. Grace 
Weedon and Ifabella Ree, for robbing Jane 


King in Bridges-ftreet ; and John Higgens, 
for aburglary. our were caft for tran{por- 


tation, and eleven acquitted. 
After which, feven received fentence of 
death ; three tranfported for fourteen years; 
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thirty-eight for feven years; and three bran- 
ded. 

Grace Weeden and Ifabella Roe pleaded 
their bellies; but ajury of matrons brought 
in their verdict both not quick with child. 
Mother Wells branded, and imprifoned for fix 
months. 

It is agreed to continue the gratuity, given 
to the late recorder, to Willian Moreton Efq; 
the prefent recorder. The faid grawuity makes 
the whole falary geol. per annum. 

They write from New-York, by capt. Styles, 
from .\ngilla, we are informed, that feveral of

‘ At four this morning I was greatly alarm’d 
by the inhabitants of the town, being told 
the banks of the river were broken, and the 
ftream running through the town. The wa- 
ter continued rifing ull noon. It was with 
great difkculty they got their horfes out of 
the townto fome higher ground. When 
the flood was at the higheft, they had feven 
feet water in the higheft part of the town ; all 
the loweft part was quite under water; and 
the current thro’ the town fo rapid, that 
every moment I thought the houfe I was in 
would have been wafh’d away, as man 
houfes were: It was dreadful to fee horfes, 
cows, dogs, c:ts, and all fort of houfhold fur- 
niture, floating by them; and no one able 
to give affiflance : Some horfes were faved in 
chambers. Moft of the bridges are broken 
down, and many lives are loft. It was oc- 
cafion’d by a fudden rain melting’ the fhow on 
the neighbouring hills.
